bor bill have aroused much indignation = 
some of the Democratic members of the H 


Committee on Rivers and Harbors, who had 
managed in the preparation of the bill to

provement of the stream. In order to put that 
$15,000 in the committee was obliged to strike 
out an item of $15,000 for the continuation of 
an improvement which has been in prog- 
ress Tor a number. of years at Pentwater, 
Mich. The Senate struck out the Grand 
River item, and restored the Pentwater item. 
The scheme of the Democratic members of the 
House seems to have been, while making rea- 
sonably fair appropriations for the Mississippi 
River and some other National works, to have 
as much money as practicable expended in 
their own districts. They proposed to drop 
twenty orthirty works which had been in 
reas from five to fifteen years and to n 
lot of new works, some of which have neve 
been surveyed or recommended by the Ei 
gineer Department. The Senate oommi 
tee, upon an examination of 
bill, discovered what policy had governed 
its construction, and tried in its amendments to 
correct the mistakes ef the House. A Repub- 
lican Congressman, who hus served on the com- 
mittee which prepared the River and Harbor 
bill in several Congresses, said coday that the 
bill which passed the House was the worst he 
ever saw; that, while it was not so large as the 
one passed at the first session of the Forty- 
seventh Congress, it contained more needless 
appropriations than all the previous bills ¢ 
which he had any knowledge, and yet, he said, 
he dared not oppese it on the floor because it 
contained certain necessary items for the bene- 
fit of commerce in his own State. 

Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, Chairman of the 
House River and Harbor Committee, says to- 
night that the bill cannot pass in its present 
shape. He maintains that the Senate hepub- 
licans have made partisan appropriations. For 
instance, they have stricken out the appropri- 
ations for James River, Virginia, and increased 
the amount largely for Newport News, which, 


he says, is a Repabjjoan district. 


THE ENGLISH CASE 
TO BE REOPENED. 

WasntNdrox, D. C., June 28.—[Special.}-- 
Those erudite Democratic lawyers, Mr. Rogers 
of Arkansas and Mr. Henley of California, who 
compose the majority of the sub-committee to 
investigate William H. English, have come to 
grief. During the examination, Mr. Millard, of 
New York, a Republican member of the sub- 
committee, ‘asked English whether ne had 
visited any member of the Elections Commit- 
tee at their homes or places of residence and 
importuned them and held out any reasons or 
considerations why they should report in favor 
of his son.

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IN THE SENATE. 
DEFICIENCY BIL& PASKSED—RIVERS AND 
HARBORS. 

WasHinoTon, D. C., June 28.—/Special.}— 
The Senate made more rapid progress today 
than it has done for some time. The Deficiency 
bill was agreed to with an addition which may 
attract some interest in Chicago. An amend- 
ment was added to pay Obaries H. Reed, as 
counsel for Guiteau, a sum not exceeding

THE STAR-ROUTE INQUIRY. 
SOME PLAIN OPINIONS OF MR. COOK. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28.—At the meet- 
ing of the Springer Committee today Gen. D. 
G. Swaim and Gen. H. V. Boynton were 
called to corroborate the testimony given by 
Woodward and afterward contradicted by 
Cook. Gen. Swaim said that, from the reputa- 
tion of Cook, be did not think he ought to have 
been employed. He oould not remember post- 
tively, but had the impression that the Presi- 
dent had been informed of the character of 
Cook. It was Cook's reputation that the Presi- 
dent bad objected to. The President was in a 
delicate position and could not take the in- 
quiry out of the bands of the men to whom it 
bad been intrusted, but be would urge the em- 
ployment of men above reproach. The sub- 
ject of the removal of Cock was frequently re- 
ferred to by the President. 

Gen. H. V. Boynton testified that immedi- 
ately after Cook’s employment he asked the 
President if it were true that Cook had been 
employed as Government counsel. The Presi- 


dent asked the witness to go to the Altorney- 
General and inform him of Cook's general 
character. The President characterized the 
employment of Cook as am outrage upon him. 
Witness had an interview with MacVeagh, and 
the latter said Cook was employed on the 
theory of setting a thief to catch a thief.” 
The Attorney-General said he knew all about 
Cook, and he had employed him before and 
knew just what be was, As the witness un- 
derstood, Cook was employed in a detective 
capacity and was not intrusted with any se- 
crets of the case at all. The Attorney-General 
stated very positively that was the nature of 
Cook’s employment. 


THE MEXICAN TREATY. 
ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC SCHEME, 

Washington, D. C., June 28.—[Special.]— 
The House could pass tne bill to put the Mexi- 
can treaty in operation in half an hour, yet the 
statement is made that it will not be called up 
until nextsession. This isan illustration of 
Democratic zeal for the promotion of commer- 
cial intercourse with other nations. The Dem-

COUNTERFEITERS CAPTURED. 


A Gang Broken Up at Joliet and the 
Criminals Brought to Chicago. 

JouieT, III., June 28.—[Special.|}—Adam 
Williams, 21 years of age, was arrested yester- 
day by Chief of Police Murray while in the 
act of passing counterfeit silver half-dollars. 
Williams’ plan was to go intoastore, buy a 
nickel’s worth of something and tender a 
counterfeit piece in payment. A number of 
counterfeit halves were passed in this way dur- 
ing the forenoon, until finally Chief Murray lo- 
cated Williams, who is the sou of a farmer liv- 
ing four miles south of this city. After the 
Chief had placed his prisoner in a ceil 
an inventory of bis 
light nearly $20 worth of spurious coin, in 
quarters and halves, of excejient workman- 
ship. The prisoner told where he obtained the 
stuf. This morning officers visited the resi- 
dence of Joseph Patterson, a Hlacksmith living 
in the same neighborhood es the Williams fam- 
ily. A search of Patterson's bouse and shop 
resulted in finding a complete set of molds and 
dies for the manufacture of dollars, halves, and 
quarters, aiso a lot of metal composition 
for making the queer,“ and some rolled gold 
or gilt, the latter being used to plate nickels so 
as to resemble the $5 gold coin. Joe Patterson 
and Charles Currier, another shover,“ were 
placed under arrest and brought to this city. 
John Williams, a cousin of Adam, who is said 
to be an accomplice, succeeded in making his 
escape. Patterson is thé bead and leader of 
the gang. He says that he learned the art of 
cony-catching from one Jack Teel, a noted 
cony-catcher and ex-convict, who lived in this 
county years ago, but who ts now dead. 

The secret-service officers in Chicago were 
notified of the capture of the counterfeiters, 
and Deputy United States Murshals Hayes and 
Sherman and Secret-Service Officer Hall came 
down this afternoon and took the criminals to 
Chicago, where they will have an examination 
Monday morning. Nearly all the spurious 
money that was passed in this city has 
covered by the Chief of Police, wh 
each coin and subpeenaed the parties from 
whom he obtained it to appear in Chicago Mon- 
duy morning as witnesses to identify the mem- 
bers of the gang.

MR. BLAINE’S FOREIGN POLICY. 

The dispatch which was prepared by Mr. 
Blaine in November, 1881, for transmission 
to the diplomatic representative of this cown- 
try in the Argentine Republie, and which was 
printed in the last issue of Tur Cuicago 
Frrevne, contains an exact interpretation of 
his foreign policy and a full exposition of 
his views of the relations which should exist 
between the United States and the rest of the 
American Continent. It is no rash predic- 
tion to assert that in his forthcoming letter of 
acceptance Mr. Blaine will reiterate the senti- 
ments contained in that dispatch, and that his 
views of the foreign policy of the country 
will not be found to have changed in any par- 
ticular since it was prepared. | 

Such being the case we commend the views 
contained in the dispatch to those who are 
fearfyl that Mr. Blaine, if elected, will 
plunge this country into war, as well as 
those who unfairly assert that his ad 
tration will be characterized by a policy of 
Jingoism. From first to last his dispatch is 
in favor of peace, and its purpose was to se- 
cure that peace by the active codperation of 


all the American States. To that end he 


suggested that they should participate in a 
general congress, to be held in Washington 
Nov. 24, 1882, fur the purpose of consider- 
ing and discussing the methods of preventing 
war between the nations of America.” Does 
this look like war with Mexico? Does this 
look like war with Chili, or any other South 
American State? Can anything be farther 
from a belligerent policy than the following 
frank statement: ) 


It seems also desirable to disclaim in advance 
any purpose on the part of the United States 
to prejudge the issues to be presented to the 
congress. It is far from the intent of this 
Government to appear before the congress as 
in any sense the protector of its neighbors, or 
the predestined and necessary arbitrator of 
their disputes. The United States will enter 
into the deliberations of the congress on the 
seme footing as the other Powers representeil, 
and with the loyal determination to approach 
any proposed solution, not merely in its own in- 
terest, or with a view to asserting its own power, 
Poe as a single member among many codrdinate 

d coequal States. So far as the influence of 
this Government may be potential it will t 
exerted in the direction of conciliating what- 
ever conflicting interests of blood, or gove 
ment, or historical tradition may nécessa 7 
come together in respone to a call embracing 
such vastand diverse elements. 


We invite those of our readers who have 
not read the dispatch to do so, and those who 
have misrepresented Mr. Blaine's foreign 
policy to examine carefully his dispatch, to 
remember that his views have not changed 
since then, and to see if there is a scintilla 
of evidence that sustains the statements. 
Mr. Blaine's foreign policy does not mean 
war, but the establishment of such guarap- 
tees as shall make war impossible. It means 
the extension of our trade and commerce. 
Whatever conquests this country may achieve 
under that policy will be those of peace and 
codperation, and will be of a character that 
shall enhance the importance and the dignity 
of this country and bind her more closely to 
the other American States. The Pall Mall. 
Gazette reached the very core of the Blaine 
policy when it said: : 


Wherever Blaine can oust the British frot 
the position they hold on the American Con 
nent he will endeavor to replace English infiu- 
ence and trade by American. 


The Gazette exactly hits the mark. Mr. 
Blaine believes in a Western continentnl 
trade policy, in reciprocity of mutual benefit 
between us and our American neighbors, in 
an adequate navy, in ample coast defenses, 
in a commercial marine, and that this country 
should have its rights in American trade in- 
stead of having it monopolized by England 
and France; and if he is elected he will 
secure these results by enlisting the gootl- 
will and active codperation of all the States 
of the Western Hemisphere, both North an 
South, in the interests of humanity and f 
the common weal of nations.”

THE LAKE-FRONT SALE. 

What has become of the agreement be- 
tween the Mayor and the raifroad companies 
concerning the sale of the three blocks on the 
Lake-Front which was referred to the Coun- 
cil as long ago as last January? It is buried 
in some committee or other, and the Alder- 
men are waiting apparently for somebody to 
come to see them. Buta lapse of six months 
ought to convince them that nobody is suf- 
ficiently interested in the matter to make up 
a corruption fund to put it through, and they 
should ask themselves whether they cannot 
afford in this one instance to serve the inter- 
ests of the city without exacting any per- 
sonal consideration. It would be in ofder 
for Mayor Harrison tg put the ‘case to then! 
in that shape. ( — 

The recent decision N A MAge Blodgett in 
regard to the base-ball ground renders action 
on the part of the city more urgent than 
ever if it is expected to secure any money out 
of the Lake-Front property. This wasa suit 
brought by Mr. John F. Stafford on behalf of 
the owners of abutting property to eject the 
base-ball club as having no lawful possession 
under a permit from the Council, which had 
no authority to put the ground toany other 
than the public use to which it was dedicated 
by the United States when it was set apart 
as a public park. The court sustained this 
view and made an order that the base-ball 
club must vacate the ground by the 3ist of 
October next, and that the city authorities 
cannot again permit the club or any one else 
to occupy the ground for any purpose what- 
soever. 

This decision has two important bearings 
on the proposed sale to the railroad compa- 
nies. In the first place, the United States 
Government may take possession of the 
ground because the city has forfeited its 
right to it for park purposes by violating the 
original condition that it should be “ kept 
open forever and vacant of buildings of every 
description.” If the Government should 
step in and claim the property the city would 
lose its opportunity to obtain $800,000 or any 
other sum for surrendering its park rights, 
for it would then have no rights to sell. In 
the second place, the stockholders in th base 
ball club and the friends and admirers of the 
game who have heretofore obstructed the 
sale of the property whenever negotiations 
were renewed will no longer have any selfish 
purpose for interfering, and the Council may 
order the sale without risking the loss of 
base-ball votes. 

The proposition submitted by the Mayor 
to the Council last January was that the rail- 
road companies should pay the city $800,000 
and take a quit-claim deed by metes and 
bounds, reserving a stmp along the lake- 
shore to protect any claim the city may have 
in law to the riparian rights. Bonds to the 
full amount were to be placed in escrow, and 
the money was to be paid over as soon as the 
railroads could secure a confirmation of title 


Otherwise it is likely that the com- 


once. 
panies will rebuild on the site of the oid 
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selling it to the railroad companies the taxa- 


ble property of the city will be increased by 


the value of the land and the buildings to be 
erected thereon, and the value of all the other 
taxable property within-several blocks will be 
materially enhanced. The traveling public, the 
suburban residents, and Chicago as a railway 
centre will all be benefited by the large and 
handsome depots which would be built on 
the property. In every point of view, in fact, 
the city and the public will be the gainers 
from a sale which will put the ground to a 
permanent and valuable use, while nothing is 
to be gained by keeping it vacant and unpro- 
ductive. 

Mayor Harrison should bring this matter to 
the attention of the Council, and warn that 
body that it cannot delay longer without risk- 
ing the loss of all power to secure a compen- 
sation for the intangible and worthless privi- 
leges for which the railroads are now willing 
to pay. To forfeit the present opportunity 
will be tantamount to robbing the City Treas- 
ury of nearly a million of dollars, and all be- 
cause nobody is willing to pay the Aldermen 
a bonus for doing their duty. 


BOYCOTTING CHICAGO BEEF. 
Chicago beef is making its way in the 
Eastern markets in the face of strong opposi- 
tion from all sides, First the railroad mo- 
nopolies undertook to crush out the new 
business of shipping meat instead of cattle 
from Chicago to New York, because it threat- 


ened to deprive the inside ringsters who con- - 


trol the abattoirs, and the stock-yards, and 
the cattle-transit companies between here and 
New York of some of the extravagant profits 
they had been making out of handling live 
cattle from the West. The controversies, 
which the newspaper reader will see referred 
to in the columns of railroad news, as to 
what shall be the rate on “ dressed beef” 
are controversies between those who want to 
crush out this new trade by making it pay 


extortionate freights and those who are de- 


termined that it shall have fair play. At the 
last meeting of the agents of the trunk-line 
monopoly Commissioner Fink recommended 
that the railroad freights on dressed beef be 
increased to 98 per cent more than the rate 
on live cattle. This in order to kill off the 
new enterprise which threatefis the side- 
show” profits of the insiders in the New 
York Central and other trunk lines. Fortu- 
nately he found it impossible to carry such a 
motion even through & meeting of railroad 
agents. } 

Having run that gauntlet of monopoly in 
safety, the Chicago-beef business is now en- 
countering a boycotting movement of unusual 
intensity and stupidity among the consumers 
of New York City. Some men have been 
thrown out of employment in slaughtering- 
houses in New York on account of the com- 
petition of the Chicago beef with that which 
is killed in New York. Hence the trades- 
unions to whom these displaced workmen 


omplained have resolved that Chicago beef 


must be boycotted. Several of the various 
unions have passed resolutions that they will 
not buy anything of butchers who do not dis- 
play the sign: Positively no Chicago meats 
sold here.” And last Sunday nearly all the 
unions represented at the weekly meeting of 
the Central Labor Union, which is a sort of 
labor parliament, announced their unalterable 
determination to sustain the local butchers in 
their struggle against the introduction of 
Chicago beef. 

The Wholesale butchers have for some 
time-been. confederated in their opposition to 
the introduction in their province of the beef 
slaughtered in Chicago, and this latest action 
of the trades-unions unites the railroads, the 
butchers, and the laboring- men in a crusade 
against cheaper meat. The course of the 
railroads and the wholesale butchers is easily 
understood. But the enlistment of the car- 
penters, the bricklayers, the tailors, and all 
the other workingmen in this movement to 
prevent themselves from buying better meat 
at cheaper prices than heretofore is unspeak- 
ably silly. The marvel of it is that it is done 
for purely sentimental reasons. They deny 
themselves and their families cheap meat be- 
cause it comes to them through the displace- 
ment from employment of a few butchers of 
New York City. To keep these few men in 
their accustomed employment these boycotters 
are willing to resist the introduction of vastly- 
improved methods of killing meat, of trans- 
porting it, and of marketing it, with all the 
derivative benefits that will flow to the im- 
mense population of New York from a more 
abundant supply of healthy beef fresh and 
cool from the pure air of the plains. 

To argue the question with such wrong- 
headed men would be a sheer waste of time. 
The world would have to stand still and fore- 
go all changes and improvements to satisfy 
their stationary philosophy. No benefit to the 
million outweighs with them the inconven- 
lence to a few of readjustment. These men, 
if living in the time of Columbus, would have 
forbidden him to sail for America because the 
introduction of a new continent would be cer- 
tain in time to disturb the balance of the in- 
dustries of the Old World, and they would 
have forbidden the introduction of tea from 
China because it would interfere with those 
who gathered sage and willow leaves and the 
other simples from which hot drinks used to 
be made before the new beverage from China 
came into use. The most interesting aspect 
of this movement is that the workingmen 
who propose to do this boycotting are so un- 
intelligent and so unprogressive as to be 
capable of taking a step so utterly at variance 
with their own true interests. It is one of 
the signs of the times, and not an encour- 
aging one.

Mr. W. 8. B. Mathews will be tendered a 
benefit concert at Centenary M. 2 pang

Mr. Heimendabl, the violinist, who has been 
one of the hardworking conductors of the city, 
is obliged on account of poor health to make 
his home in a less trying climate. He will be a 
loss in musical circles, for he has been an aid 
in the musical progress of the city and asa 
player a great favorit. 

The summer-night concerts in the Exposi- 
tion Building by the orchestra under the dir 
tion of Mr. Liesegang will begin July 21. For 
these entertainments the principal soloists of 
the New York Philharmonic Society have been 
engaged, who, together with the home band, 
will number in all fifty-five men, Mr. Richter 
will be the leading violinist and Mr. Freygapg 
the harpist. The management intend to make 
the concerts as brilliant as possibie. 


Notes from Abroad. 

Anton Rubinstein has settled down at Dres- 
den for a few weeks, intending to finish an 
opera while there. 

A spectacular opera-bouffe entitled Le 
Grand Mogol” is to be produced this autumn 
at the Paris Gaité. The stage setting is to be 
magnificent, and there are to be many new and 
novel effects introduced. 

The English tenor, Mr. Maas, reaped the 
warmest recognition of the audience at a Pas- 
deloup concert in Paris, where he sang Meis- 
tersinger selections. Faure also sang and 
Sarasate played the Bruch concerto with their 
usual success. 

A Parisian pianist has wagered a large sum 
of money that be can play the piano in a cage 
of wild animals without losing bis accustomed 
sang froid. The lions have not wagered any- 
thing, but they will probably try some inter- 
esting experiments with the pianist. 

Theodor Wachtel, the veteran German tenor 
whose extraordinary range of Voice first aston- 
ished the world of &mateurs some thirty years 
ago, is becoming equally phenomenal as re- 
gards the exceptional preservation of his vocal 
powers. Wachtel recently sang, for the 900th 
time, his favorit part of Chapelou in the Pos- 
tillon de Lonjumeau” at the Walhalla Theatre 
in Berlin. 

The London concert season of the Philhar- 
monic Society has not been a financial success, 
there being a deficit of 89,000. In Europe dur- 
ing the last year musical en inments have 
cost much more than the general public could 
support, and in consequence there has been a 
long list of losses. A new plan will have to be 
adopted to bring them within reach of the peo- 
ple of moderate means. 

Mackenzie's opera, Colomba,“ which was 
to have been given at Covent Garden, has been 
taken from the program, as Mme. Lucca. was 
unable to learn her part in time. Mme. Lucca 
has appeared as Selicain “ L’ Africaine,’’ and, 
it is said, gave to the role wonderful power, and 
in the final scene made such an impression that 
the audience was roused to great enthusiasm. 
It has long been her favorit part. 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks “ Berlioz is a 
great master of orchestration—a great eman- 
cipator trom old forms and a champion of free- 
dom—but he is greater in combination than in 
creation. He is not rich in ideas, only fertile 
inexpedients. When we listen to his music 
we always think of the remark made by a 
critical wag to a friend of ours who had an ex- 
traordinary power of expression together with 
very little to say: ‘My dear fellow, your elo- 
quence is wonderful; if ever you should have 
such a thing as a thought, I believe you would 
positively burst.“ 

The new opera by Herr Weingartner entitled 
“ Sakuntala,” which was presented at Weimer 
through the influence of Liszt, is said to be a 


work of much merit. The poetic tale of the 


Indian maiden afforded the composer every op- 
portunity to manifest his talent, for itisa 
drama with an elevated sentiment, and con- 
ceived in an exquisit manner and filled with 
delicate shades of feeling. The music is in the 
modern school of composition which is known 
as the Wagneriag, but allows the voices to be 
heard and subordinates the instrumentation to 
them. As the work of a young man it 1s pro- 
nounced remarkable, and it is likely to make 
its way in the musical world. ‘ 

In regard to the Beethoven cantatas which 
have been recently discovered, it is stated that 
the MSS. originally belonged to Herr Von 
Beine, a bookseller at Vienna, and at the sale 
of his library in 1813 the cantatas in question 
were purchased by Hummel. After Hummel’s 
death they passed into the hands of an anti- 
quary at Leipsic and then into those of a sec- 
ond-hand bookseller in the same city, of whom 
they were purchased by Herr Frieliinder, the 
Viennese amateur, who now brings them be- 
fore the world. The cantata on the death of 
Joseph II. is for solo voices, chorus, an orches- 
tra of strings, two flutes, two oboes, two clari- 
onets, two bassoons, and two horns. 

An interesting story is told regarding Am- 
brose Thomas and his latest opera. Francesca 
da Rimini.”” His chose terpreter of the 
title role was Mme. Al and at one time ne- 
gotiations with that great singer were all but 
concluded, But she refused to sign the con- 
tract without first seeing the score, to judge if 
the music allotted to Francesca was suiged to 
her voice. This M. Thomas would by no means 
permit. Terrified by the ill luck of Gounod, 
who was torced to rewrite tne whole of his 
opera of Polyeucte because Mrs. Weldon 
refused to return the manusoript of it, which 
he had confided to her care. the composer of 
Hamlet would not suffer his new opera to 
be seen by any one. So Mme. Albani refused 
to accept the engagement, and the part was 
allotted to a French singer, Mme. Salla.

Considerable amounts of currency were 
shipped from this city to New York yesterday 
in consequence of the high price of exchange, 
which was quoted at 780 per $1.000 bid. The 
money market was firm and some lenders refused 
excellent paper at 8 per cent, having, they said, 
enough opportunities to lend to their own cus- 
tomers. The regular rates were, however, the 
same as hitherto—6@7. The general impres- 
sion among bankers was that, in spite of the 
large smount of dividend money to be paid out 
at the opening of next month, the money mar- 
ket would continue strong through the summer. 
The city deposits of the Chicago banks are 
keeping up pretty well, but the coun- 
try depositors show less tendency to 
inprease. The New York bank state- 
ment produced a very favorable impression on 
the bankers yesterday. The situation in the 
metropolis is considered as greatly improved. 
The clearing-house certificates have now been 
reduced to about $7,600,000, of which some 
$6,800,000 are on account of the Metropolitan 
Bank. There is a general expectation of gold 

ports, and the Bank of Montreal admits that 

shipped $750,000 from Liverpool for New 
York yesterday. It is not stated, however, 
whether this specie is for the New York mar- 
ket or a part of the sum the Bank of Montreal 
is importing for thie Canadian Government. 

The market for investment securities was 
flat yesterday. It is hard to geta bid for even 
the best of the railroad bonds. After the July 
interest and dividends are paid, and it is found 
that the bottom has not fatien out of the coun- 
try, a demand for these securities may spring 
up, but local dealers are evidently not looking 
for a lively trade this summer. 

The temper of the New York stock market 
was in marked contrast with that of Friday. 
There was a strong advance all along the line. 
It is accounted for in various ways. Some say 
that the leaders got together Friday and de- 
cided that the market must be supported to 
prevent a disastrous panic, and others that the 
best men in the street thought prices wére 
ridiculously low, and that there was profit in a 
bull movement. The story was put afloat that 
a bull combination had been formed with $30,- 
000,000 capitaß and that there would be a pro- 
tracted advance. The fact that Vanderbilt has 
been a large borrower was cited as an evidence 
of his purpose to bull the list. Vanderbilt and 
Cammack were in consultation at the Windsor 
House Friday, and this was regarded as cor- 
roborative evidence, particularly as Cammack, 
usually a bear, has been talking in a rather 
bullish strain of late. Those who say that the 
rise yesterday was manipulated to prevent a 
panic deciare that there were a large number 
of stop orders a little below Friday's prices, 
and if they had been reached there would have 
been a grand collapse. Whatever the cause 
may have been, it is certain that almost 
everybody was a bull yesterday, even the 
room-traders, who are ordinarily on the bear 
side. There was no doubt that there 
was an understanding of some sort among the 
leaders of the street.. Itis now claimed that 
Vanderbilt has been buying Lake Shore for two 
or three days, and that Alexander Mitchell 
bought St. Paul heavily Friday. Commission 
houses of high rank advised the covering of 
shorts Friday afternoon and yesterday morn- 
ing. But it is now very naturally thought 


that an advance reaching in some 
cases. five or six points is too rapid. 
There was no serious squeeze in Mis- 


souri Pacific or Lackawanna yesterday, though 
both stocks advanced rapidly. Gould was said 
to be a buyer of Western Union, and Dillon de- 
clared that there was a European demand for 
Union Pacific amounting to three or four thou- 
sand shares a week. The earnings of Union 
Pacific are said to be stilt decreasing, but the 
officers deny the report that there will be any 
default on the interest. The break in the price 
of the stock late Friday is said to have been 
caused by the forced sale of 10,000 shares by a 
prominent bull. ‘The Central Pacific peo- 
ple say that their employés will be 
paid as usual. The Gould brokers report 
that there will t@ no default on the interest on 
the Southwestern bonds due July 1. The ad- 
vance in prices yesterday was stimulated by 
the favorable bank statement. The sales of the 
day were 408,000 shares. The New York Stock 
Exchange will be closed from next Thursday 
evening till the following Monday morning. 

A. M. Day, now in New York, telegraphed 
yesterday morning: It is thought by some 
that, the Vanderbilts being the last to liquidate, 
when their liquidation is finished a general ad- 
vance may be looked for, You can hardly im- 
agine how bearish the street is, and the general 
public, merchants, ete., here in the city are 


very blue. The short interest in the Vander- 


bilts does not give any evidence of increase. 
Every day some new element comes up to com- 
plicate the situation, and it is simply impossi- 
ble to give any opinion. I would not encour 
age the selling of good stocks, as it is surely 
only a question of time before they are selling 
much higher.’’ 

The New York associated banks make a re- 
markably strong statement. There is an in- 
crease in the loans and deposits for the first 
time since the week ending pril 12. The in- 
crease in the loans is small, and it is best that 
it should be, for itis not desirable that the 
banks shall get back intagthe condition that 
produced the coliapse from which we have re- 


cently been suffering. The growth of the de- 
posit item is an evidence of the return of con- 


fidence in the banks. It is« swelled somewhat, 
by the funds sent to New York for 


the payment or July interest and dividends, 


and it would not be surprising it there should 


be a shrinkage next week and the week follow- 
ing. The increase in the gold item is very 


gratifying, and it now looks asif the store of 
the metal would receive additions from im- 
portation.

What is more to the purpose, the higher fig- 


ures were the ruling ones at the end. Nobody 
but stock-jobbing innocents can be blind to the 
fact that the market's somerset from 
deep depression yesterday to lively exalta- 
tion today was simply artificial, and a 
mere matter of manipulation. Of courte there 
were some reasons assigned for the bouleverse- 
ment. First of all the tremendous short inter- 
est invited a *“*squeeze”’ of the bears. Second, 
it was credibly reported that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was a liberal buyer ot Lake Shore, and that 
he had agreed to lend a hand to Mr. 
Gould in supporting prices generally. Third, 
as reported through Kiernan’s bureau, gold 
shipments are beginning to be made from the 
other side of the water. Foreign shipments of 
gold to the extent of $750,000 are reported to 
have been made today, and custom-house 
returns are to the effect that the im- 
ports of specie for the week amount 
to $1,060,490. Fourth and last, the banks pub- 
lish another exceptionally good statement. 
The bear reports so abundant’ and freely cir- 
culated during the previous days of the week 
were at a premium this morning, and could not 
be purchased at any price. The bulls were the 
sole ‘manufacturers of all stories today 
that were likely to affect the market. There 
was not much in the way of outside news. Mr. 
Sidney Dillon is reported as saying u behaif 
of Mr. Charles Francis Adams, President of the 
road, that the report that Union Pacific will 
not pay its July interest is simply preposier- 
ous,” the usual funds tor this purpose having 
been sent to the Union Trust Company today. 

New Tonk. June 28.—/[Special.}—Mr. James 
Seligman says that witha trifling shade easier 
rates for sterling exchange, gold will come 
again this way very easily in a few days. He 
was considering giving an order for a large 
consignment in a day or two, but rates for the 
moment were a shade firmer, and he postponed 
giving the order in consequence. The bank 
rate for money here today was 6 per cent, but 
the banks offered time money at 6 per cent 
after July 1. 

The Cunard-Line steamer Bothnia, leaving 
Liverpool today, took $750,000 in American gold 
to the agents of the Bank of Montreal, of New 
York City. Money being a drug in London at 
1@1% per cent, and worth 5@6 per cent in New 
York, it is probable more will foliow. 

The Vermont Central Raflroad has, it is re- 
ported, secured a majority of the Ogdensburg 
& Lake Champlain Railroad by private pur- 
chase at $20 per share. Forty thousand dol- 
lars per annum, it js expected, will be added 
to the Ogdensburg’s net earnings by the new 
apportionment of percentages which the new 
arrangement will allow. 

The advanced prices for anthracite wal has 
had the effect to bring out buyers who are will- 
ing to take it for future delivery at the present 
prices. Bituminousds quiet and prices con- 
tinue low. 

Thirty dollars per t for steel rails means a 
heavy loss to all milis not exceptionally sit- 
uated regarding supplies of raw material; 
Those dependent upon purchased pig-iron can- 
not tive. 

Trade reports say the week in the dry-goods 
market was very dull. Heretofore June has 
always been marked by heavy shipments of 

staples for autumn, but so far nothing of im- 
portance has been done. 

In the hop market high prices continue to 
rule. Hrewers are buying a little more freely, 
but dealers show no anxiety to trade, and 
among them the remark is general that the 
market is in danger of being cornered.

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The leading produce markets were generally 
quiet Saturday and provisions were stronger, while 
grain was steadier. The weather was fine, but an 


ter bank statement in that city caused a suspen- 
sion of the pressure to sell produce, and led sev- 
eral of the larger operators to think that the bot- 
tom had perhaps been reached. Of course the 
little ones thought so, too, as soon as they got wind 
of the sentiment, and the result was a steadier 
tone all round, though there was not very much 
demand speculatively and only a light one by ship- 
pers. 

Provisions were more active, and much stronger. 
Hogs were quoted firmer, and there was an absence 
of the bear pressure in product which had been 
noticed for two or three Aye previously, especial- 
ly in lard. It was also noted that the shipments of 
product during the week have very much exceeded 
the receipts, promising an important reduction in 
stocks at the close of the month. Pork was well 
sustained. July sold no higher, the sales being 
very light at $19.40@19.60; but August sold 25c 
higher, at $19.00, after opening at $18.60, and offered 
at one time at 818.50 with reservation.“ The year 
was much more active, at $11.75@11.90, and was 
held later at $12.00. Lard advanced 226, to §7.50 
for August, fell back to $7.40, and closed at $7.45 
bid, with July at léc discount and September at 150 
premium. Ribs sold up 22%{¢, to $7.60 for August 
and $7.70 for September; and $7.75 was bid for the 
latter in the afternoon. Armour bought about 
500,000 Ibs. The packing of this city since the 
close of February includes about 934,000 hogs, 
against 878,000 for the same time last year, and 
1,028,000 to do in 1882. It was generally expected 
that the receipts of bogs will show a material de- 
crease during the coming week. 

Flour was quiet and unchanged. There was & 
little doing for shipment, and freight room was 
taken for nearly 5,000 sacks through to Glasgow, 
but probably not all bought yesterday. The coarse 
millstuffs were firm. 

Wheat was quiet and steadier, with little change 
in prices. August declined Me éarly, to Se. ad- 
vanced to 8786, and closed at 87e bid, while Sep- 
tember closed Me higher, at 883¢¢, after selling at 
88%c. The premium on that month over August 
was Ne early, and widened later to Ke under a 
good demand for the more deferred future. The 
trading was mostly in changes. The British mar- 
kets were called quiet, and New York declined 
about le during the first hour, which led to the 
early decline here. But there were a good many 
stop orders to buy at 8760 for September, and the 
demand made the local shorts more willing to fill, 
so as to be able to enjoy the races without fear of 
being caught in an advance Monday. The prin- 
cipal buyers were Schwartse-Dupee, Poole-Kent, 
Brosseau, and Hobbs for September, while Irwin- 
Orr bought a good deal for July against sales for 
August. Car-lote of No. 2 spring sold at 86M, No. 
8 do at 78e, and No. 2 red at 96c; while 90c was 
bid and 92c asked for No. 2 red seller July. 

Corn is rather more active at a lower range. It 
was quite heavy in the early part of the session, 
declining lc to 61%{c for July, and seliers at 52760 
for August, then recovered ic, and closed 4@c 
lower than Friday, at 52}¢cefor July and 53}¢c for 
August, with September at «a premium of 
Ke. The British markets were called 
weaker, and our receipts were expected 
to be larger, which set the crowd to selling during 
the firsthour. Then the firmness in stocks in- 
duced better buying at the bottom, Hutchinson 
taking hold for July and Roche for September, 
which was followed by the rumor that Jones is long 
for August and intends to remain so. Car-lots of 
No. 2 sold at IMM, and rejected at 466460, 
both in store. Sample lots were dull and fully ic 
lower.

HAMELIN. ‘ 

Lonpon, June 28.—[Special Cable.|—The ¢it- 
izens of Ha Mein, or Hamelin, in Brunswick. 
Germany, celebrated with much pomp and 
parade the 600th anniversary of the charming 
of the children of Hamelin by the pied piper. 
For two months past a committee of citizens 
has been busily engaged in arranging the fe- 
tails of the celebration. This was to have be- 
gun Thursday, the 26th inst., the real anniver- 
gary day, but had to be postponed until today 
because of the forbidding state of the weather. 
The advertisements of the festifal brought to 
the little town several thousand visitors in ad- 
dition to the usual number of summer tourists 
wno were sojourning at the historic place. 
Notwithstanding that the great majority of 
these visitors came unprepared to remain 
longer than the one day set down for the céle- 
bration, and that no calculations were made 
for so extended a hospitality, the population of 
the district proved themselves equal to the 
emergency by all becoming hosts, and the ris- 
itors, generally admit that they have been 
well entertained. At dawn this morning the 
people of Hamelin and the surrounding coun- 
try were awakened by the booming! of 
cannon and the clanging of bells. This 
salute gives assurance that the day 
was to be one of perfect weather, as it really 
has been. The people turned out in their test 
attire. All the schools, workshops, and stdres 
were closed and the entire population of the 
district made such a holiday as has seldom been 
seen, even in Germany. All the buildings had 
been freshly decorated during the night and 
the street archings had been reflowered and re- 
grcened.

The opera-house portion of the structure has 
been leased for ten years to John W. Norton, 
the well-known St. Louis theatrical manager, 
and Mr. Cobb and he are now engaged upon 
the plans for its arrangement and fittings.

Layberger Defeats Teneyck—A Plucky 
Contest. 

Boston, Mass., June 28.—The three-mile 
sculling match for $100 a side between James 
Teneyck, of Peekskill, N. T., and Nicholas 
Layberger, of Wheeling, W. Va., was rowed 


over the Charles River course this afternoon. 


The contest was a fine one from the start to the 
finish, and was witnessed by some 5,000 or 6,000 
spectators. The men appeared in fine spirits, 
and were on band at the Union Club boat-house 
at the appointed time. Edward B. Rankin, 
aquatic editor of the Herald, looked after the 
preliminary arrangements, and without 
delay notified the men to get ready. 
Teneyck won the toss for choice 
of position, and selected inside of the 
eourse. The referee cautioned the men about 
turning their respective stakes at the mile and 
a balf turn, and stated as he was not going 
over the course each would be followed by a 
patrol judge. 

The water was smooth asa mirror and was 
on the ebb. At the quarter mile Teneyck t 
a peep at Layberger’s back. Layberger soon 
closed up, and a most exciting contest fol- 
lowed. Layberger found his rowlocks 60 
stiff as to prevent that freedom to his arms 
80 essential toa quick stroke or spurt. His 
arms began to suffer and became swollen and 
sore even at the stroke pulling. He continued 
the same stroke, and although Teneyck tried 
several spurts to get away Layberger kept well 

At the half Teneyck led by about a 
foot, and both rowed stroke for stroke 
until the milil-dam was reached. Here y 
were bow and bow, and on squaring away for 
the stakes off Cottage Farm Teneyck made an- 
Other spurt and soon increased his lead. Lay- 
berger still struggied at his steady stroke, but 
in the next 100 yards the Peekskill 
man again spurted, and let in clear 
water and light between the boats, 
Teneyck renewed his spurts after each breath- 
ing spell; and reached his turn nearly two 
lengths ahead of the West Virginian. Teneyck 
turned easily, but Layberger had difficulty on 
account of his rowlock pinching his port oar. 
When de get round Teneyck had 
increased His advantage to three lengths. Lay- 
herger followed determinedly, and made such 
speed as to hoid Teneyck, notwithstanding the 
latter’s spurts. Teneyck soon after showed 
fatigue, and his spurts became less frequent, 
and Layberger began to close upon bim. At 
the mill-dam but a length separated them. 
The next dozen strokes brought Layberger 
even, and a few more placed him in the lead by 
half a length. Reaching the stone wall Layberger 
opened the gap to a length of clear water. 
Teneyck had now gained a second wind, and 
began to quicken and put life into his stroke. 
At two and a haif miles Layberger held a 


length of lead, Inthe next quarter Teneyck 


slowly. Those on the 
shore were themselves hoarse 
encouraging the  scullers, who,  catch- 
ing the impulse, rowed “for all they 
were worth.“ tering the last quarter-mile 
the strain on Layberger’s arms was sorely felt. 
Both were puffed to unnatural size, and his 
right was almost on the point of giving out. 
He kept to his work, however. About 100 yards 
from the finish Teneyck bad shut out 
the clear water that previously existed 
and was still gaining. Both men at this stage 
strained every muscle, and so close did they 
gettoeach other that at one time it was 
thought they would foul. The fact that Lay- 
berger’s right arm was weaker than 
his left caused him to veer 
out almost into Teneyck's course, but he 
finished safely the winner by a short halt 
length amid the cheers of his admirers. Tue 
contestants shook hands at the finish. Ten- 
eyek acknowledged the fairness of his defeat.

You will find 
that when all accounts are in the concern is 
indebted nearly $100,000, and I have every 
reason to believe that my statement is correct. 
The fact is, Borland tried to open an 
account with our bank some two years ago, 
but as we had never heard of him as any- 
thing else but a subscription-book dealer the 
President of the bank asked for a statement 
of Boriand’s business affairs, and the state- 
ment not bemg satisfactory, be was refused 
credit. I believe, however, that we bold 
a couple of thousand dollars against 
him for other parties. It was Hor 
land’s custom to buy everything on 
ninety days’ time, for which he issued 
notes in a very reckless manner. A year 
ago he contracted with Fairbanks & Co. to dis- 
pose of 25,000 copies of a compendium of pen- 
mansbip every year for five years, and before 
very long he discovered that he was gioriously 
“stuck” on them. Donobue & Henneberry, 
of this city, did all his book work for him, and 
I am only surprised that he did not stick them 
for more th he has. It is news to me to 
learn that he been in the book business 
here to any extent for more than six years. I 
don't know what his assets are, but I do know 
that they will not be an item against his lia- 
bilities. The concern is as dead as a door nail, 
and some ot its jarger creditors can whistie for

Developments in the Run on the Fed- 
eral Bank of Toronto. 

TORONTO, Ont., June 28.—(Special. }—Forbes 
& Lownesborough, private bankers and 
brokers, have suspended payment. Their 
troubles are due to the decline in Federal 
stock. 

Today is a bank holiday throughout Canada. 
That it is so is a happy incident for the Federal 
Bank, for it was almost impossible that it 
could withstand such another strain as it was 
subjected to yesterday, without assistance. 
Over $700,000 passed over its counter between 
10 and 8 o'clock yesterday, and its specie was 
well nigh exhausted when gold came from the 
Bank of Montreal. Today, although not oven 
for business, the clerks are all in their places 
in the bank. 

This morning Mr. Plummer, General Man- 
ager of the Merchant@ Bank of Canada, the 


Manager of the London branch of the same 
bank. and G. 8. Gibbons, a prominent lawyer 
of that city, arrived here to considér what ac- 
tion should be taken in the matter of render- 
ing assistance to the Federal. A careful ex- 
amination of the accounts proposed to be 
transferred is in progress, and only the very 
best will be accepted. 

One or two merchants euffered greatly from 
the fall in Federal. One, a member of a prom- 
inent wholesale dry-goods firm of this city, was 
squeezed to the tune of $64,900. Federal has 
always been a favorit investment with the out- 
side public, and accordingly the heavy drop 
has had a depressing effect. It is probable 
that other brokers besides Forbes & Lownes- 
porough will have to go under. 

This afternoon was great with big events for 
the Federal Bank. A hasty meeting of the Di- 
rectors was held at 2 o’elock, at which it was 
thought best, pending the investigation, that 
Mr. Ingram, the new General Manager, sbould 
resign.

Commodore Garrison’s Affairs. 
New Tonk, June 28.—|[Special.J—The As- 


signee of Commodore C. K. Garrison, John T. 


Terry, has obtained from Judge Van Hoesen, 
in the Court of Nommon Pleas, permission to 
advance from the insolvent estate $150,000 in 
cash toward the payment by the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland & Toledo Raiiroad Company of its 
notes, indorsed by Commodore Garrison and 
others, and the redemption of its stock and 
bonds pledged for the security of some of the 
notes. The redeemed stock and bonds are to 
be transterred to Mr. Terry for the benefit of 
the Garrison estate, to a nominal and actual 
value greater than the cash advanced. 

New York, June 28.—An order was granted 
today, in the Court of Common Pleas, giving 
authority to John T. Terry, Assignee of Cor 
nelius K. Garrison, to effect a settiement of the 
claims of the assignor against the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland & Toledo Railroad Company. In the 
petition the Assignee states that the affairs 
were so complicated that it will not be possible 
to file sehedules for some time. A l8?¥ge pro- 
portion of the liabilities, more than $1,000,000, 
are for indorsement upon notes of the Pitts 
burg, Cleveland & Toledo Railroad Company. 
For most of these there was no ocher security 
than Garrison's indorsement, and the 
remainder was secured by a pledge 
of the first-mortgage bonds of the road 
atan amount not exceeding 75 cents on the 
doliar of their par value. The bonds are 
worth nearly their par value. Garrison has a 
large claim against the company, and it was of 
great importance that it should be adjusted. It 
is proposed that the railroad company shall 
make such disposition of its road that will in- 
sure revenue sufficient for the payment of all 
fixed charges and runumg expenses, which can 
only be done with the assent and codperation 
of the partics now holding the bonds and stock 
as collateral, and of individuals who have in- 
dorsed its paper. The company offers to pay 
immediately $450,000 of its paper in- 

reed. by Garrison, and in order to do 
this it is necessary to redeem a con- 
siderable quantity of bonds and stock; 
and the Assignec, in order to get the advantage 
of this settiement, will be required to advance 
$150,000, of which 850,000 must be paid before 
Aug. 1, and the remainder within sixty or nine- 
ty days. For the moneys advanced the rail- 
road company will transfer to the Assignee, to 


become a portion of the estate of Garrison,

OBITUARY. 


W. A. Beach, the Noted New York 
Lawyer. 

New Tonx, June 28.—[Special.|—Mr. W. A. 
Beach, who died at Tarrytown, N. T., to- 
day, was one of the most distinguished 
of the prominent members of the New 
York bar, and though his practice in this 
city was confined ‘to a few years of his 
long professional career, his name is associated 
with some of the most celebrated cases which 
have been judicially determined here. Mr. 
Beach was in his 75th year, and was born at 
Saratoga Springs. He remained in Saratoga 
until he was 48.years old, when he went to 
Troy, living there many years. During his 
practice in Troy Mr. Beach was prominently 


connected with all the leading trials, and offers. 


of nominations to the bench were frequently 
tendered to him. He declined them all, how- 
ever, and from the beginning of bis career to 
its end he never ran tor any judicial office. 
in 1871 he came to New York and has been 
engaged in some of the most noted causes 
brought to trial here. In the $5,000,000 suit of 
the Erie Company against W. H. Vanderbilt 
Mr. Beach was retained by Mr. Vanderbilt, and 
won the suit. He was engaged in the ceije- 
brated suit.of Bowen against Chase, which in- 
volved the title to the real estate left by Mme. 
Jumel, assisted the District-Attorney in tho 
second trial of Edward S. Stokes, and secured 
a verdict of murder in the first degree, and as- 
sisted Charles O’Conor in the trial of Frank 
Walworth for killing bis father. On the trial 
of Henry Ward Beecher Mr. Beach represented 
Theodore Tilton as senior counsel. Mr. Beach 
was prominently identified with many other 
leading cases, including the impeachment trial 
of the late Judge Barnard in 1872, when he ap- 
peared for the defendant. 


Col. John A. Stevenson.

John A. Stevenson died at bis plantation in 
Iberville Parish last night, after six days’ illness,

[Col. Stevenson was the choice of the Republic-

rink?” 

Tes, they are all good. All those sold for 
medical purposes are charged with carbonlo- 
aeid gas, which is enlivening, invigorating, and 
healthful. The gas is made from bicarbonate 
of soda, the same that is used in making bis- 
cuit in the family kitchen. I forgot to mention 
Blue Lick. It is a natural water, and at the 
same time anaperient. It comes from tbe 
famous Blue Lick Spring in Kentucky, and is 
kept on draught at most drug stores. It is also 
sold in bottles. Although a good health-giving 
water, it is not much liked on account ot its 
strong, its chief medical property beinga sul- 
phurous gas. This water is peculiar in one 
respect. It sometimes acts as an aperient, and 
sometimes it bas no apparent effect. Its ef- 
fect probably depends upon the condition of 
the system.

The business 
bardly pays as well, because it costs so much 
more to put up and maintain a mineral-water 
fountain. There must be a tank for each kind 
of water, and this tank must be lined through- 
out with block-tin, which is the only metal be- 
sides gold and silver that will not corrode. 
The water must not touch lead, copper, or 
brass. These long, thin pipes in which the 
water is conveyed from tanks in the cellar to 
the store above look very plain on the outside, 
but they have a shining interior, for they are 

heavily lined with silver.“ 


SOAP. 
PROCESS OF MANUFACTURE—A GROWING om 
CAGO INDUSTRY. 

“There is great competition among soap 
manufacturers, as there is in the production of 
all staple articles,“ remarked a lead soap- 
maker yesterday in a conversation wit rep- 
resentative of Tne Tino, and there is 
consequently very little profit in soap-making. 
There is, in fact, no money in it unless the stuff 
is made in enormous quantities. We are ship- 
ping about 200,000 pounds a week, but there 
are larger establishments than ours in the city. 
It is, nevertheless, a trade that is gradually in- 
creasing. A new concern with extensive facil- 
ities started here early this year, and it is al- 
ready doing an apparently large business. 
Formerly nearly every family, especial- 
ly among the farmers, made its 
own’ soap for general housekeeping pur- 
ag but that is no longer the case. 

first soap-factory started in Chicago was 
very shortly after it was organized as a village, 
and the proprietor of that factory is making 
soap here — 2 The manufacture of this ar- 
ticle has developed into enormous proportions 
in this city. There are four large establish- 
ments and six or eight small ones running now, 
and tons of soap are shipped every day to all 

of the West as far as San Francisco.“ 

But tell me, how is soap made!“ 

Nearly every practical soapmaker looks upon 
the details of soapmaking as his secret. Here 
is a published work on the subject, but, as you 
see, it is locked, and no one has access to it 
but its owner. The real secret, however, is the 
filling that is used in order to make the soap 
heavy and thus realize big profits. Now, any 
filling is, of course, an adulteration, and these 
adulterations frequently consist, among other 
things, of common starch, powdered alabaster, 
puiverized lime, gypsum, and pipe-clay; 
but we do not adulterate our soaps. 
The basis of our goods are refined tallow, or, 
more properly speakifig, stearine, vegetable 
oils, coustic soda, and rosin, the residium of 
the distillation of rough turpentine. The stear- 
ine and the oll, both of which we make our 
selves, aro weighed off in the proper quantities 
to make a batch of soap, and then pumped into 
a kettle capable of holding from 36,000 to 60,000 
pounds. Open sain is introduced by means of 
a pipe which leads to a circular perforated ring 
at the bottom of the kettle, and the contents 
are brought toa boiling point. A fixed pro- 
portion of a cercain degree of strength of 
caustic lye, made from soda, which is obtained 
from Eugland and shipped in air-tight sheet- 
iron drums, is then added. This causes the 
fatty substances to saponify, awitis technical- 
ly called—that is, it converts them into 
soap. Water is next added, after which 
* quantity of salt is thrown 
into the kettle, the effect of which is to sepa- 
rate the water not absorbed by the soap from 
it. The curds of soap float on the top of the 
kettle, while the excess of water sinks to the 
bottom and carries all impurities with it. A 
“sertain percentage of resin, according to the 
quality of the soap to be made, is dissolved in 
a large pan, and 727 — saponified by mcans 
of caustic lye, and added to the contents of the 
kettie, which is again boiled up. Sufficient lye 
is now used to form a perfect soap. After this 
is done more salt is used in order to cleanse 
the resin thoroughly. The kettle is now al- 
lowed to stand fortwo or three days, at thé 
end of which time the water at the bottom is 
drawn off, and the * is then given what 1s 
called a washing change. This is done 
by adding water and a \little lye and 
‘opening’ the mass with Salt. The 
wator is then runoff and a “ strenthening 
change is given to the soap. This is done 
with a strong alkali, and the boiling is contin- 
ved for several hours in order that the soap 
may become thoroughly saturated. The excess 
of lye settles to tho bottom. The effect of all 
these changes is the removal of whatever 
impurities may be inthe materials used. To 
make the soup verfectiy neutral it is given a 
* settling change.“ This ie accomplished by 
running in water sufficient to bring it intoa 
siruppy condition, when it has a semi-trans- 
parent appearance, looking more like honey 
than anything else. The soap is now allowed 
to settie two or three days, according to the 
weather. This settling process answers a two- 
foid pu . The soap being *‘Guished”’ (the 
technical term) the kettle is covered up, and 
the ‘nigee,’ a technical term for the impuri- 
ties, is allowed to settle or precipitate at the 
bottom, while the soap coois off until the tem- 
perature falls to about 160° Fahrenheit, when 
it is ready to frame.

. HYDE PARK. 

The coming event of the season in Hyde 
Park is the formal opening of the Kenwood 
Club-House, which will occur Tuesday evening, 
July 8. The membership of the club is 140, 
and its privileges are extended to the females 
of members’ families. The ciub-house is ele 


gant and the membership composed of tne 
most prominent men of Hyde Park. 

The ordinance giving the right of way to the 
Chicago & Lake Calumet Railwhy Com in 
Hyde Park, which was ordered engrossed i- 
day night by the Trustees, is an “iron- 
clad” ordinance and is protective of 
the public interests to an unusual degree. 
Some of the more notewortby provisions are as 
follows: Between Forty-seventh street, where 
the route strikes Cottage Grove avenue, and 
Fifty-fifth street one track only is granted until 
the track now operated by the Chicago City 
Railway Company shall be removed by expira- 
tion of charter. Passengers only are to be 
transported, the carrying of freight working a 
forfeiture of the franchise. A fence six feet 
high is to be built on both sides of the track 
the entire distance on Cottage Grove avenue, 
and as close to the tracks as possible, exoept 
at street crossings. The company is to 
amize the road-bed outside of the fences, and 
maintain the improvement. Coke or smoke 
consumers must be used on the engines. After 
the expiration of fifteen years the Trustecs 
shall have the right to enforce the elevation or 
depression ot the tracks. Within two years 
the tracks must be extended from Seventy-tirst 
to Ninety-fifth street, or such right of way as 
the company may acquire. All damages to 
property must be settled together, with the 
reasonable expenses of property-owners in as- 
certaining and collecting damages, and a bond 
of $100,000 must be filed to this end, Stations 
must be erected within two years at Forty- 
third and Forty-seventh street, and south of 
these points not more than one-half mile apart, 
all trains stopping at all stations, Six trains 
at least must be run each way daly 
and three Sundays. The rate of fare on the 
road and connections must be not more than 
the minimum rates in force or hereafter to be 
made on the Illinois Ceutral. Lake Shore, and 
Hock Island Roads, The tracks must be bullt 
to Seventy-first stgeet within one year. After 
ten years the yill shall bave the right to en- 
force the building of viaducts, 
of the ordinance must be carried out under 
bonds of $50,000. All trains of the road must 
enter a depot in Chicago located north of Har- 
rison street and east of the Chicago River. No 
amendment of the ordi shall be made 
by the Trustees or asked by the company unless 
upon the consent of the propety-owners along 
the route. The provisions of the ordinance are 
also bin upon connecting The com- 
pany has thirtl days in which to accept the 
ordinance. Although it has been ordered en- 
grossed it has also been referred to a special 
committee to determine the conflict of front- 
age and signatures, each side claiming a ma- 
jority of the frontage, and a number of names
